(A) In cases where the proposed structure or subdivision is located outside of the Federal Emergency

Management Agency (FEMA) Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM)
'V' or 'VE' flood zones;

(B) The proposed stmcture or subdivision is located at an elevation which is thirty (30) feet above sea level
or greater;

(C) The applicant can demonstrate to the satisfaction of the PIanmng Director that the property is clearly
adjacent to a rocky shorelme and that it will not affect or be affected by coastal erosion or hazards; and

(D) The shoreline setback shall be skty (60) feet from the certified shoreline which has been established
not more than twelve (12) months from the date of the application for the exception under this section.

Exemption 2

In cases where the applicant can demonstrate to the satisfaction of the Planning Director that fhe applicant's
proposed structure or subdivision will not affect beach processes, impact public beach access, or be affected by or
contribute to coastal erosion or hazards, excluding natural disasters. Factors to be considered shall include, but not
be limited to, proximity to the shoreline, topography, properties between shorelme and applicant's property,
elevation, and the history of coastal hazards in the area.
